REFERENCE : USIB -D - 1 . 2 / 1 , 16 March 1964 

1. At the time of the reorganization of the United States Intelligence 
Board (USIB), as reported in paragraph 4. c. of the reference, the Director 
of Central Intelligence (DCI) approved after consultation with the Director, 
Defense Intelligence Agency (DIA), that no immediate changes be made in 
respect to the Department of Defense (DOD) representation on USIB 
committees pending receipt of recommendations thereon from General 
Carroll and subsequent consultation with the committee chairmen. 

2. The Director, DIA has transmitted to the DCI the following 25) 
report:

3. In accordance with DCI instructions and after consultation with 
and concurrence of Mr, Bross (D/DCI/NIPE), the chairmen of all USIB 
committees and the DIA staff, the attached recommended changes in 
"Director of Central Intelligence Directives (DCIDs ) Regarding USIB 
Committee Membership" are submitted herewith for the concurrence of 
the USIB in accordance with paragraph 3. a. of NSCID No, 1, prior to 
submittal to the DCI for final approval and authorization for issuance of 
revised DCIDs. 

4. The attached changes in wording of the DCIDs are designed to 
effect, in an appropriate and clarified manner, General Carroll's recom- 
mendation that participation in USIB committees by Army, Navy and 

Air Force representatives should remain essentially as at present. The 
only recommended changes not directly concerned with this purpose 
are the following: 

a. The recommendation by Mr. Borel in DCID No. 1/4 that 
the Chairman of the Committee on Documentation be designated by the 
Director of Central Intelligence in consultation with USIB, rather than 
being chaired by the CIA member. This is intended to parallel the 
pattern of USIB and some other committees by having both a chairman 
and a separate CIA member. 

b. The clarification proposed by DIA staff in DCID No. 3/1 
that production of military-economic intelligence is the responsibility 
of the Department of Defense, rather than solely the Army, Navy and 
Air Force. 


c. The clarification suggested by DIA staff in DCID No. 1/5 
that the National Indications Center be staffed with personnel furnished 
by "participating agencies" instead of "the USIB members". 
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USIB Action Requested 

5. USIB members are requested to indicate their concurrence or 
other views on the attached recommended changes in DCIDs, by completing 
and returning the attached vote sheet by close of business 20 April. 25X1
